They call him Old ‘Terror about Del Rio and Ei Paso, 
Texas, and he wasan Indian fighter aud « hunter be- 
fore he became « smuggler. Now he kuows every 
crossing on the R’'o Graude from El Paso to Browns- 
ville. 

During the Jast thirty years he has smuggled millions 
of dollars’ worth of goods fram old RI i the 
United States, and, although lurge rewards frequently 
have been offered for his apprehension and the revenue 

. officers of two republics have been on his trail for more 
than # quarter of a century, he has succeeded in evad- 
ing punishment, though he has been caught several 
times. He always bas managed to escape befure the 
government could prepare « case agaiost him. 

A few days ago he was captured after a most desper- 
ate battle. Healways has sworn that he never would 
be take: alive, and he certainly made a desperate 
eflurt to keep his oath, for he fought likea tiger for 
nearly two days aud one night, maintaining a running 
fight from Texas to Mexico, often contending single- 
handed against five o1 six of his pursuers, and only 
yielding when the last cartridge in his gun was gone 
and his blood was flow ing from seven wounds. 

“He is the gamest mau,’ said the officer who cap- 
tured him, “that ever defied the authoritieson the 
Mexican border.” 

It was thought for a short time that the Old Terror 
would die; but skilled surgeons carefully dressed his 
wounds and he is slowly recovering while lying in jail 
at Jiminez in the Republic of Mexico. 

The Mexicans, who have learned to fear him, de-

batiles and been enga ed in more hand-to-hand en- 
counters than any other man ou earth, It is not 
known how many bullets have been shot into his wiry 
little body. The officers who have been chasing and 
raining lead alter hina for years, call hima “running 
His skin Viterally is covered with scars, 

He says that he has been shot twenty-seven times 
and that more than half of the balls that have hit him 
are still lodged “*somewhere under his skit,’ 

That one Httle man could success!ully defy and evade 
the well-armed officers of two nations and smuggle 
long trains of burros packed with mescale and other 
contraband goods ncross the Rio Grande every few 
mouths year after year fur more than a quarter ota 
century and frequently visit the border towns in open 
daylight, when his sealp, as he says, ‘was worth

Clinch and Break Was the Order of the Battle---Betting 2 to 1 on McPadden--- 
O’Brien Makes Things Lively in One Round.

Two broken ribs and « stomach which had not been 
trained to stand the ponderous wallops delivered by a 
hard-hitting adversary, was responsible for Jack 
O’ Brien’s deteat at Madison Square Garden, New York 
city, on July 30. George McFadden of New York 
was the victor and he accomplished his rival’s down- 
fallin twelve of the twenty-five rounds they were 
“carded” to go at 138 pounds. The injury which 
brought matters (o a crisis occurred about the middle 
of the round, when McFadden drove his right band 
with unerring skill and precision ito O'Brien's ribs. 
The blow was not blocked or guarded, and the terrible 

. force with which it was delivered caused O'Brien to 

sink to the floor with bis left hand pressed to his side. 
Referee Whiteeproceeded to toll off the fateful ten 
seconds, but at the count of eight the injured man, 
with inborn courage and bravery, scrambled to his 
feet. Toe eight seconds that O' Brien was on his knees 
were eight seconds of agony as was plainly depicted on 
the boy’s face. Buthe got to his feet -as soon as his 
strength would ailow him, and doggedly resumed the 
battle that lid set so surely agulust him from the tenth 
round. 

McFadden saw his condition and sowed him no 
mercy, tearing his right through the guard and bring- 
ing Jack to his knecs with a vicious uppercut. O’Brien 
burely managed to stay to the end of the round, but as 
hesat in bis-corner it was evident that he was done 
for. He was gasping tor breath, and as he arose from 
his chair to go out for the thirteenth round his strength 
completely failed him, and he was forced to confess 
that he could go no further, He extended his hand to 
his rival in token of defeat, aud the incident was 
closed, 

Tuw.e fact of the matter is that O’Brien, who has been 
ailing for some weeks past, was in condition to 
fight aud should not have been permitted to enter the 
ring. ‘That his condition was kuown was indicated by 
the betting which preceded the battle. During the 
atternoon even money aud take your pick was the 
qiotation, but at the ringside it gradually changed 
until McFadden was favorite at 100 to 30, and even 
money that O’Brien would be “stopped” inside of fil- 
teen rounds Was plentiful. 

As soon asthe fight began O’Brien’s condition, or 
lack of condition, was uppurent to even the poorest 
juage of such matters among the spectators. His 
friends marveled at the lack of aggressiveness that has 
characterized him in all of his battles, His blows, too, 
lacked steam and failed to have any effect on his lusty 

O’ Brien’s efforts were spasmodic, and, ex- 
c’ptin the ninth and tenth rounds, he never seemed to 
have a chance of winning. 

The fight from a scientific standpoint was one of the 
worstexhibitious of boxing ever witnessed between 
first-ciass men, It was a continual session of clinches, 
wrestling, elbow work, break and get together again. 
If there was an advantage of clean bitting O’Brien had 
ul. McFadden had tive strength and used it to advan- 
tage in the clinches. But as to clean hitting, there 
was litue shown on either side up to the last four 
rounds, 

Jockey Charlie Garrigan and ‘Terry Edwards opened 
the festivities, They clashed at 105 pounds for a gal- 
lop of twelve rounds. The jockey rushed his man from 
the start, but Edwards tid the experience and clever- 
ness on his side, and it was decided a draw. 

McFadden was the first in the ring, followed by 
Billy Roche, Whitey Lester, Archie Murden and Harry 
Tuthill, O'Brien followed a minute later, and his 
manager, Sammy Kelly, Paddy Moran and Billy 
O' Brien anchored in his corner. After short i:struc- 
tions from Reteree Charley White they began to fight.

There have been many strange causes for defeat in the riug but 
Eddie Lenny, of Chester, Pa,, enjoys the unique distinciiou of being 
the ouly oue who was beaten by a cramp iu bisleg. He was tight- 
ing Oscar Gardner, the ‘Omaha Kid,"’ in place of Joe Bernstein at 
the Broadway Athletic Club, New York city, ou Juue 27, aud was 
looked upou as a probable wiuuer when he fell in the twenty-first 
rouud from the effects of a severe cramp, which rendered his right 
leg useless, aud Garduer was anuouvced as the winner 

Gardner weighed iu at 12044 pounds, aud while he looked to be 
in good conditiou his mauager aad handlers said that the Omaha 
boy was pot up to fighting notch. Leuny, who was an eleventh 
hour substitute for Bernstein who reported sick, did not go on the 
scales, butowned up to weighing 128 pouuds. The boys were 
matched at catch weights, and were to go twenty-five rounds. 

The battle would certainly have gone the limit had not the cramp 
disabled Leuny. who up to the time of his mishap was giving Gard- 
ver as good as he got himself. Iu the early stages of the fight 
Garduer did not seem to take the matter seriously aud treated his 
oppoveut with seeming levity. He allowed Leuny to get set fre 
queutly when he should have followed him up. 

As the fight progressed Lenny forced Garduer to do a lot of 
work. Leuny used his legs to good advautage and Gardner had to 
follow bim frequeutly around the ring. At clo-e quarters Gardner 
played for the body heavily, aud Leuny replied in kiud, some of 
the exchanges being very rapid and heavy. 

Lenny used both hands, swinging for the head, and landed 
frequently with full leugth swings. Gardner's right visited Leun)'s 
stomach very often, and these blows had the effect of stopping the 
Philadelphiau, but only momentarily. He succeeded in cutting 
both of Oscar's eyes, aud iu the tenth round Garduer b'ed from the 
mouth. It wasatiresome bout toward the fivish, and Garduer 
certainly did not appear to advantage at any stage. 

The sudden euding of the bout by a cramp in the leg was a 
novelty in its way, and the majority of those who saw the Phila- 
deiphian fall with his right leg stiffened out iu frout of him, 
thought that he had wreuched his aukle. The time of the final 
rouud was 2 minutes and 32 seconds. 

The betting was 100 to 30 on Gardner, but those who had laid 
these odds were a bit dubious as to the result up to the moment 
that Lenny. was forced to lie down. 

In the preliminary bout Audy Daly of Boston defeated Austin 
Rice ef New Loudon iu twelve rounds, at 118 pounds. Both were 
iu gooi condition aad put up a hard and fast fight to the limit. 
Rice had his righ: eye badly cut and Daly had his. left ear badly 
split during the mili, The fighting on both sides was pretty even 
all the way, but the decision of the referee in favor of Daly scemed 
to satisfy thé majority Of the spectators,

Ou Monday a match be- 
tween them was apparently ouly a remote possibility, 
but McCoy pulled the stopper out of the bottle by pre- 
sumably spreadiug the report that Corbett was afraid 
to fight bim. 

These reports have emanated from mysterious 
sources, have bee positively denied by Corbett aud 
have been passed over iv an incidental sort of a way 
by McCoy. Corbett has been insisting that these re- 
ports have been due emtirely to McCoy. 

It appears that Corbett that day learned of a note 
that McCoy is said to have written Pauli Dresser, the 
song writer, in which, it is alleged, McCoy stated that 
should Corbett say of him whathe bad said of some 
one whose name seems to be a secret that he (McCoy) 
would “break Corbett’s jaw.” 

Ou Tursday the plan was tilted a little further by 
McCoy going into Corbett’s cafe to make a friendly call 
to all intents and purposes. Of course, Jim was there, 
and several newspaper men and others, apparently 
with no very definite purpose in view, but it wasin the 
air maybe that something might come off. 

McCoy, with that bland smile and gladsome manner 
so characteristic of him, invited Jim to takea little 
something. Instead of accepting in a courteous man- 
ner or declining che proffered courtesy 18 « man in his 
own house should have done, he proceeded to insult his 
inoffensive guest for presuming to circulate the rumor 
that they were matched to fight, and theargumeut 
which followed terminsted in a melee and threxts to 
punch each other’s noses and sundry shaking of fists ia 
each other’s fuces. ‘lhen McCoy went out and posted a 
check for $2,500 fora forfeit and sent a telegram to 
Corbett inviting him tocover it and makea match or 
be branded as a cur and a coward, 

Tie third act of this fistic comedy transpired on the 
following day when a meeting was held and a match 
formally arranged to take place at Madison Square 
Garden on August 30,just one day betore the Horton 
law goes out of existence.

‘Yo me the most interesting feature of the whole pro- 
cecding was the “row ’ in Corbett’s saloon, which be- 
gan and ended us follows: 

Corbett, who was in the buck room with John Mc- 
Carthy, of the Cincinnati Enquirer, spied McCoy stand- 
ing atthe bar talking to Joluny Considine and some 
friends. Lis tace flushed and he said: ‘“Thereis that 
McCoy!” He at once crossed over to the bar, and, 
placing his right elbow on its railing, leaned toward 
McCoy, who extended his right hand. ‘How are you, 
Jim?’ said McCoy. 

Corbett paid no attention to McCoy’s extended hand. 
He twirled a light bamboo cane in his left hand, which 
he kept twirling. 

‘“‘McCoy,’’ said Corbett, “what do you mean by say- 
ing that you and I are matched ?” 

“Well, you promised me a mutch,” said McCoy, very

This is vot said by 
way of disparaging Rubhlin, to whom all bands, not 
excepting Sharkey himeel!, bave accorded free praise 
fur the Akrou man’s decisive victory over the sallor. 
But fighting Fitz will be found by Rublin to be quite a 
different proposition trom battering the vitality out of 
the undenulably clumsy aud unscievoced Sharkey. The 
Coruishman will take into the contest with him several 
tuctors but for the lack of which Sharkey might be 
invincible.

George Dixon would have displayed good judgment 
had he adhered to bis resolution w retire aud decline 
any further participation in pugilistic contests. That 
resolution was made when he defeated Will Curley, of 
Kugland, and re-established his clatmm to iternational 
championship. He did not fight on that occasion in 
anything like his old-time champiouship form, aud the 
close observers aud critics of the puxilistic came saw 
that Dixou’s fame would be short-lived. 

He tollowed the advice of lis friends and aunounced 
bis retirement. 

It grieved hint; however, to see Terry McGovern 
usurping his tithe aud taking his place in the aftectious 
ot the public without having to demonstrate his right 
to that distinction, sohe changed his mind again and 
decided to fight the Jittle Brooklyn Whirlwind. That 
fight resulted in a decisive defeat for the colored boy, 
and it was thought then that he would give up the 
struggle and vot try to retrieve his lost laurels, but with 
defeat came a renewed desire to be champion, and he 
fought and fought again, eact time making a poorer 
showing than before, until the culminating polut was 
reached last Tuesday night at Coney Island, when at 
the end of six rounds he was beaten to a standstill by 
Tommy Sullivan;a young Brooklynite, who recently 
graduated from the amateur ranks, aud a comparative 
novice at the game beside his veteran rival. 

It was stated on bebalf of Dixon that he bad broken 
# swall bone in bis leit arm during the sixth round, 
aud that was assigned as the reason for the stoppage. 

However that may be, it is probable Sullivan would 
have won on his strength bad the bout continued. The 
Brooklyu red top is young, strong and was not afraid 
of Dixon, He went at the colored boy with a rush in 
the fifth, kept up the fusilade in the sixth and won his 
battle. 

Dixon wasa 2 two 1 favorite when he entered the 
ring, and iu the first round the former champiou made 
very free with the face and body ot the red topped boy, 

Dixon also bad the better of thesecond, Sullivan 
landing a few good body punches, Sullivan cut loose 
in the fifth and roughed it with Dixon allover the 
riug, having much the best of the infighting. 

The Brooklynite ugain set the pace in the sixth, and 
at close quarters hammered Dixon over the kidneys 
like a carpet beater on a busy day Dixon squirmed 
about as thoug!: in pain and wheu le went to bis corner 
had «pparently bad all he wanted. 

When the bell for the seventh round rang, Dixon 
told Reteree Johuny White that bis leit arm was dis- 
abled and he had to give up the contest, 

“Cyclone” Jim Quinn had Sam Bolan for an oppon- 
entin the prelimivary. ‘There was a greut deal of air 
clawing in the first round with no damage. In the 





second Bolan ripped an uppercut to the “Cyclone’s” 
jaw and there was a fall. The “Cyclone's’’ head 
bumped the floor with fearful force and be was so limp 
he could hardly get out of the ring.

HOW KANSAS GIRLS MAKE MONEY. 


They Work as Harvest Hands in the Big Wheat 
Fields Out West. 








Hundreds of Kansas girls now have a pocketbook 
full of new, crisp money as a result of three weeks’ 
work in the harvest flelds this summer. Many ot 
them have earned enough to buy their winter clothes. 
‘There is no way to tell the exact number of girls who 
were employed in the wheat flelds this year, but from 
the numerous notices of town girls going out to do har- 
vest work, as Contained in the local newspapers of the 
State, it is believed that no less than 500 women were 
thusemployed. The work is easy, and the pay is $2 
perday. They can siton a binder or mower, shock 
wheat or rake hay, just as the old farmers may wish. 


‘The day’s work is from sun to sun, and the men treat | 


them with great respect and courtesy. But the girls 


will not allow the men to relieve them of their share of | 


the work. 

Eighteen yonng women from McPherson this year 
went into the fields and earned enough money plowing 
and harvesting to take them onatripto the Atlantic 
Coast, at which place they arenow. Other girls have 
earned enough to send them to school this winter, 
many more have spent their money 
and jewelry. The daughters of farmers do not 
work in the fields so much as do the town girls, who go 
out during thesummer to make a little vacation 
money. The harvesting is now over, but many girls 
may be seen running plows, In some parts of the State 
they help thresh the wheat, but women at that work 
are noteeen in this section.
